Jodi Greenbaum has dedicated 
her life to helping others. Now the 
focus of this dedication has become 
nurturing the “beloved” residents of 
Heritage Pointe as the new Chairman 
of the Board of Directors. Her 
mantra: “Every decision made is for 
the benefit of the residents.” 

She was so thrilled and thankful 
for the wonderful care her father- 
in-law received at Heritage Pointe 
during his three-and-a-half years 
as a resident, that it motivated her 
to serve first on one of Heritage 
Pointe’s task forces and then to 
join the Board of Directors. “When 
issues arise at meetings,” she said, 
“the foremost question is always 
‘how will this affect residents.” 


Jodi’s major projects for this year 
are updating the apartments and 
campus life. 


Lifelong Learning Center 


Jodi also envisions a lifelong 
learning center for residents; 
involving and engaging them to 
influence a part in its development, 
nurturing them to be involved in all 
personal growth. “Whether 8 or 108,” 
she described, “T like them to be 
committed to growing. I want them 
to feel significant and important. We 


hope to invite lecturers, teachers and 
educators to enhance the program 
in a myriad of subjects: philosophy, 
literature, history, science, music 
and aspects of health,” 


A History of Community Service 


Jodi has a history of Orange 
County community service. Her 
volunteerism germinated as a 
member of the Jewish Federation and 
Family Services Board, ultimately 
serving as president, culminating 
with serving on the Board of Tarbut 
v Torah when her three children 
attended the Jewish day school 
there. Her children accompanied 
her doing volunteer work, and 
continue to assist in decorating 
Heritage Pointe’s Sukkah and 
singing to the residents on holidays. 

Raised in a family that could not 
afford to offer a Jewish education, 
while Chairman of JFFS Jodi 
spearheaded Passports to Jewish Life 
which helps young people pursue 
Jewish experiences and learning, 
and Reading Partners, which sends 
volunteers into local schools. “It’s 
the leadership of people like Ann 
Moskowitz with Passports, Ellen 
Weiss with Reading Partners and 
the army of volunteers that have 
allowed both these learning 
programs to thrive and grow,” said 
Jodi. “We’re hoping that our new 
emphasis on learning will enable us 
to also offer exciting opportunities 
for seniors living in Heritage Pointe 
and the community.” 


Degree in Communications 


Jodi grew up in Huntington 
Beach, attending Fountain Valley 
High School. With a degree in 
communications from Cal State 


Fullerton, she became a free-lance 
journalist, interning at the “The 
Register”, then working for “The 
Daily Pilot” and becoming editor of 
the “Society Magazine”. At present, 
she confides, she is writing a young 
adult novel. 


Daughter Leah, 24, works for a 
synagogue in St. Louis, where she 
has developed a Dor v Dor 
volunteer program. Carter, 23, 
attends Yale Law School 
(surreptitiously writing a thriller 
novel), and Reva, 16, studies at 
Tarbut V’Torah. Husband Martin 
is a Newport Beach attorney. 


Asa special project for enriching 
her life, Jodi is presently helping 
to develop Dream Makers, a 
program for women and friends. 
She describes it as “doing three 
things you really want to do, doing 
something fun and helping others.” 
She also partners with many 
organizations in the community.

Meet Heritage Pointe’s Youngest Residents 


Silvers Find Heritage Pointe Lifestyle Ideal 


Richard and Betsy Silver, ages 72 and 65. 


“Where will I live when I start to 
need help with the daily business of 
living? I don’t want to wait for my 
children to open ‘the conversation’ 
in carefully casual tones. I want to 
start that conversation myself.” So 
begins an article in a recent issue of 
the “AARP Bulletin.” 

And that concept is what inspired 
Richard and Betsy Silver, ages 72 
and 65, both in good physical and 
mental health, to move to Heritage 
Pointe last October. 


“We liked the idea of moving on 
our own terms, to decide where 
we want to live and not to burden 
our children with that decision,” 
said Betsy. “We were looking for an 
easier lifestyle,” added Richard, who 
spurred the move. 


And how do the Silvers like their 
decision thus far? “We love it here,” 
both chimed in. The Silvers enjoy 
having three meals per day prepared 
for them, “we can engineer our own 
meals, there are so many choices,” 
Betsy said. They work out every 
morning beginning in their own 
apartment and then going to 
Heritage Pointe’s well-equipped 
fitness center; they take part in the 
many and varied activities offered 


during the day; and they enjoy 
meeting all of the residents. “Every 
resident has an interesting story to 
tell,” Betsy stated. 


Retired Teachers, They Are 
Teaching at tieritage Pointe 

Moreover, the Silvers—both retired 
school teachers—have taken on 
teaching at Heritage Pointe. They 
are orchestrating the Optimizing 
Brain Fitness program and are a 
part in the Great Courses Program. 
They are also becoming involved in 
the new Mitzvah Corps and are 
looking into participating in a 
proposed resident newsletter. 

They also enjoy their sunny, 
two-bedroom, nicely furnished and 
decorated apartment. Betsy admits 
that moving to an apartment from 
their Irvine home of almost 40 
years was not an easy task, deciding 
which furnishings and collections 
they would keep. But she also feels 
that doing so now, rather than 
waiting for her children to make the 
decision, was the right thing to do. 


Not that the Silvers, at their rela- 
tively young ages, are stay-at-home 
individuals. They have a car and 
travel to see their two daughters— 
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Lora, who is married and lives in 
Oakland, and Lisa, who is married 
and lives in Encino—among other 
driving trips. “I like that we can lock 
up our apartment and go without 
any worries,” offered Richard. 


Los Angeles Natives Move to Irvine 


Richard and Betsy are both Los 
Angeles natives. Richard went to 
Hamilton High School, Santa 
Monica City College and USC; Betsy 
went to Fairfax High School and 
UCLA, earning a masters degree 
and a teaching credential. Richard, 
after service in the U.S. Army during 
Vietnam and working for the County 
of Los Angeles in social service, went 
back to school for his masters degree 
and a teaching credential. They met 
at a wedding for mutual cousins. 


In 1975 the Silvers moved from 
Los Angeles to a home in the then- 
new city of Irvine and became 
members of Chabad of Irvine and | 
later members of Temple Bat Yahm 
in Newport Beach. They lived in 
their Irvine home, which they 
sold, until their move to Heritage 
Pointe. During many of those years, 
Richard commuted to Montebello 
to teach and Betsy substituted in 
Irvine for over 20 years. 


Through the years, the Silvers 
knew of Heritage Pointe, but they 
really fell in love with the home 
for senior living when Betsy’s aunt 
became a resident and they visited 
her regularly. “When we made the 
decision to move to Heritage Pointe, 
we were both committed to make 
the move work, and we have adapted 
quite well,” Betsy concluded.
